Regina, Sask., Aug. 18.—Official an- 
mMouncement was made this evening 
iby Commissioner Perry, S.C.M.G., 
thead of the R.N.W.M.P., that the fam- 
ous riders of the plains will send a 
unit with the Canadian forces to Sib- 
eria.

cess is an outstanding tribute to the 
staff work and organization. — 

“One hour and forty minutes after 
the taking of Serre, the Canadian fleld 
guns had dashed forward and were 
in action two miles beyond the Ger- 
man front lines. The dash’and gal- 
lantry of the Canadian infantry in 
overcoming the perfect sleet of mach- 
ine gun fire is universally praised. 
The Canadian cavalry unit captured 
an enemy troop train, containing 27 
officers and 600 men just as their en- 
training was commencing. Accounts 
of the spectacular courage of indi- 
vidual officers and men are being re- 
counted by hundreds.”

Ottawa, Aug. 15.—Unofficially, but 


Canadian Press has learned that the 
total number of Canadians on the 
strength of the Royal Flying Corps 
and the Royal Naval Air Service, now 


stands at 13,495. ‘This total compris- 
es 1,008 officers, seconded from the 
Canadian expeditionary force, 1,640 
other rankg discharged from the Can- 
adian expeditionary force, 10.693 en- 
listed in Canada for R.FC. and 
R.N.A.S.; 94 loaned to R.AF. for aero- 
drome- construction, and 150 civillans 
who came to England at their own ex- 
pense and enlisted in the air ecervice. 


THIRD OF OFFICERS CANADIANS 


On account of their special adapta- 
bility and initiative Canadians proved 
to be excellent flying officers. It is 
understood that no less than 35 per 
cent of the actual flying officers in 
France are Canadians. As it is well 
known, the flying service has from 
the outset proved a strong attraction 
for Canadians and it was the recog- 
nition of these outstanding facts that 
prompted Sir Edward Kemp on his 
arrival in England as minister of 
overseas military forces to institute 
plans which would ensure Canada re- 
ceiving both now and after the war 
her due credit for what her airmen 
were actually accomplishing. At that 
time (December), the R.F.C. and the 
R.N.A.S. were being amalgamated 
and the enormous work that devolved 
on the air ministry in the three suc- 
ceeding months seriously handicapped 
the discussions of the Canadian min- 
ister and postponed the accomplish- 
ment of definite results now obtained. 
With the accession of Sir William 
Weir, now Lord Weir, to the head of 
the. imperial air ministry, rapid pro- 
gress was made, a series of confer- 


ment being consented to on May 28 
just previous to the arrival in Eng- 
land of Sir Robert Borden and his 
colleagues from Canada. 


It is a well known fact that Cana-| 


dian flying men for a long time have 
been extremely desirous to having 
organized a flying corps to operate in 
the field as distinctly Canadian, be- 
sides looking to the development of 
the air service after the war. What 
has now been attained in this regard 


in all branches including organization 


every officer to be connected with the 
administration of the Canadian Air 
force, from the most senior to the 
most junior ranks, has had active ser- 
vice flying experience at the front. 
PRELIMINARY STHPS. 

The preliminary step in the early 
discussions relating to the establish- 
ment of a separate Canadian air force 
resulted in the decision of the imperi- 
al air ministry to maintain up to date 
records of the Canadians in the Royal 
Air force, their names to be grouped 
in a special Canadian section to in- 
clude not only Canadian officers sec- 
onded from the Canadian overseas 
forces, but also those Canadians who 
joined the air service direct, either in 
England or in Canada. The idea of 
Canadians in the Royal Air force hav- 
ing a special Canadian distinguishing 
mark or badge on their uniform was 
assented to and it was agreed that 
the Canadian overseas ministry would 
be furnished with regular reports by 
the air ministry giving information of 
the exploits of Canadian airmen from 


gress towards the ultimate goal were 
announced by Sir Edward Kemp in 
May, and at the same time it was 
learned unofficially that the imperial 
air authorities had assented to the 
principle set forth in the Canadian 
overseas minister’s policy for the or- 
ganization of a Canadian flying corps, 
distinct in its administration, but 
forming part of the Royal Air force, 
for the purpose of operations in the 
fleld.

On arrival in England of the Cana- 
dian prime minister, Sir Robert Bor- 
den and his colleagues, Sir Edward 
Kemp was enabled to lay before them 
the agreement which the air ministry 
arrived at, embodying what had been 
actually accomplished, and the fur- 
ther consent of the air ministry that 
ag soon as possible the nucleus of a 
Canadian air force should be formed, 
to be manned and officered exclusive- 
ly by Canadians drawn from Cana- 
dians now in the Royal Air Force, re- 
inforcements for the Canadian force 
to’ be supplied wholly by Canadians, 
who would be trained in the R.A.F. 
schools and under their instructors. 

Entire acceptance was expressed of 
Sir Edward Kemp’s scheme by his col- 
leagues and the agreement approved. 
As a preliminary step in the organiza- 
tion, the services of the distinguished 
officer, Major W. A. Bishop, V.C., D.S. 
O., M.C., D.F.C., was applied for to 
work in close conjunction with the 
air ministry and the Canadian over- 
seas ministry. 

It was decided to proceed immedi- 
ately with the preliminary organiza- 
tion of two Canadian squadrons, which 
would form part of the overseas mili- 
tary forces of Canada and be subject 
to the provisions of the militia act of 
Canada.

- SUMMER STORMS 


THE WHOLE SUBJECT OF THUN- 
DERSTORMS IS VERY OBSCURE. 


July and August are the favorite 
months for thunder. This may be 
because by thebeginningof the anonth 
a considerable amount of heat has 
been accumulated. In the play be- 
tween the colder air above and the 
heat of the earth beneath, an extra 
amount of electricity is- generated. 
This, added to the quantity which 
always exists in the earth and sky, 
provides the materials for a combat 
between these two great but little 
understood forces which find their 
lodgment in the clouds and on the 
earth. When the two sources are 
overcharged there is a collison de- 
tween them. The whole subject of 
thunderstorms, however, is very ob- 
scure. 

Sir Oliver Lodge not long ago pro- 
posed to control the weather by tak- 
ing advantage of the existence of 
these two electrical forces in the air. 
He said that by sending up a kite 
charged with positive electricity it 
would be possible to produce dry 
weather, a kite charged with negative 
electricity would bring forth rain. 
This, however, has not been done yet, 
and rain, like lightning and thunder, 
remains a mystery. 

What is thunder? What is light- 
ning? How are they produced? What 


‘precisely are their dangers and how 


may these be avoided? 

When, owing to various causes, 
some by no means clear, the clouds 
become saturated with electricity, 
they must discharge the overplus 
somehow. So they let it out on the 
portion of the earth’s surface inime- 
diately below them. The cloud’s elec- 
tricity is of positive sort, the earth's 
negative. The two come into :on‘lict 
with a loud explosion, accompanied 
by the flash which we call lightning. 

There are three kinds of lightniag, 
forked lightning, sheet lightning, and 
fireballs, or globular Hghtning. Fork- 
ed lightning, or the familiar zig-zag 
form is caused by the flash encounter- 
ing different currents of air, which 
offer various degrees of resistance. 
If you move a stick through the water 
of a swiftly running stream, you will 
find it difficult to make the stick de- 
scribe a straight line; it will slp 
aside and waver here and _ there. 
Lightning does the same thing as it 
descends through the air. Sheet 
lightning is the illumination of a 
large part of the sky by a distant

storm. In that case you hear no thun- 
der, and the lightning is quite harm- 
ess. On fine summer nights you will 
often see magnificent exhibitions of

nately, for it is extremely dangerous. 
The terrific noise we call thunder is 
due to violent motions of the.air. 
When great heat has been generated 
by the electricity, all the colder air 
in the neighborhood rushes to: the 
place in furious currents, making a 
vast commotion. Sometimes, indeed, 
two thunderstorms may be found go- 
ing on at once. The thunder is, of 
course perfectly harmless; it is the 
lightning that does the damage. 
When out of doors you are over- 
taken by a thunderstorm, with heavy 
rain, it is, of course, natural to seek 
shelter. It may be that the nearest 
shelter is a tree, and you rush for 
that. This, however, is a very dan- 
gerous refuge. The negative elec- 
tricity of the earth is apt to accumu- 
late round the top of the tree, and 
when the positive charge in the cloud 
comes down to meet the _ negative 
charge the former will make for the 
earth by the nearest - path—possibly 
the tree. The tree, however, is not 
such a good conductor of lightning 
as you are, and the lightning may 
very well-make its path to the earth 
through you. Far better to stay out 
in the open and get wet than seek 
shelter under a_ tree. Curiously, 
enough, however, a wood is a safe 
place in which to shelter, provided 
you keep a few feet away from the 
trunk of the nearest tree. An um- 
brella is a dangerous thing to have in 
one’s hands, because the steel is a 
good conductor of electricity. -A cyc- 
list is in considerable danger, and 
even a golfer may find that his club 
leads to catastrophe.—Montreal Fams

f THE NEW MIDDLE CLASS. 


There is need today for a new type 
of middle class in the national life. 
Major W. L. Grant, principal of Upper 
Canada College, Toronto, who is vis- 
iting the Western Canadian cities, 
made this inference clear in his re- 
cent address before the Canadian club. 
He saw danger in uncontrolled class 
influence. Both reactionary capital- 
ism and unchecked Bolshevikism were 
& menace to the state. “Get your 
system above the present political 
levels,” he urged. Education, he af- 
firmed, was the greatest need of Can- 
ada. That would make the control- 
ling factor in the midst of the three 
estates of the realm, which he defined 
—note the revision—as capital, labor, 
and government. 

The idea ig one that ought to com- 
mand serious consideration. Extremes 
are dangerous. The present time af- 
fords an exceptional opportunity for 
the study of those movements which 
have hitherto had the support and ad- 
vocacy of different classes. Both 
monarchy and democracy, free from 
proper control, tend to despotism. 
The nation divided destroys itself. 

It was the rise of the sober-minded 
well-balanced, neither poor nor rich, 
middle class that saved Britain in the 
earlier stages of its history. The 
middle class has fewer ends to serve 
than either the aristocrat or the pro- 
letariat. They are more interested 
for that reason in the good of the 
country. Real patriotism and nation- 
al spirit was fostered most by the 
middle classes.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


SITUATION CHANGES; 
PROSPECTS BETTER. 


From reports received by the United 
Grain Growers, conditions in the north 
country from Peace River Crossing 
south to Edmonton, and along the 
main line of the C.N.R. towards the 
Saskatchewan boundary, are much 
more satisfactory than was at one 
time anticipated. 

A considerable proportion of the 
crop will be threshed for milling pur- 
Poses, and quite a lot of feed grain 
will be harvested. The balance of the 
acreage will cut for forage, and as the 
yield was heavy and the price will be 
from $10 to $12 a ton, the farmers, 
therefore will realize a lot of money 
from that source, and the southern 
country where the grain was either 
a failure from drought, or at any rate 
too short to make much straw, will 
get what they urgently require in the 
shape of winter cattle and horse feed. 
The banks are showing a disposition 
to help in every way possible farmers 
who can give any security for advanc- 
es necessary to carry on during the 
present fall, in preparing still larger 
areas of land for the next year’s crop, 


and the outlook all round is decidedly 
encouraging.

ENEMY LOSSES TO DATE 
TOTAL UP 6,060,000 


AGGREGATE INCLUDES KILLED, 
WOUNDED AND MISSING FOR 
ENTIRE PERIOD 


Paris, Aug. 16.—The total of Ger- 
man losses from the beginning of the 
war to the end of July, 1918, are 
understood to be 6,000,000, accord- 
ing to morning newspapers.- 

The figures include 1,400,000 killed 
up to the beginning of. the German 
offensive last March. From March 
27 to June 17 the Germans are said 
to have lost 120,000 killed alone. 


HUN MANPOWER DWINDLING. 


With the French Army in France, 
Aug. 15.—Germany has acknowledged 
that her manpower, once so _ freely 
wasted, now is dwindling in propor- 
tions great enough apparently to 
cause considerable anxiety to the high 
command. 

The total numberof prisoners taken, 
particularly in recent fighting, by the 
allied armies and the prospect of ‘be- 
ing confronted by ever-growing Amer- 
ican forces, has caused Gen. Luden- 
dorff to issue most imperative orders 
for a vigorous, immediate comb-out 
in the German army in order to re- 
cover from auxiliary units all men 
capable of entering the trenches. 


TEXT OF ORDER SIGNIFICANT 


“In the comb-out” says the order 
issued by General Ludendorff, “first 
consideration will be given to men 
over 43 who have served in the front 
lines longer than six months.” 

He announces’ that’ commissions 
have been appointed to investigate 
the entire situation, including men of 
every rank and men available for the 
infantry must be sent to the depots 
in Belgium, the special purpose of the 
high command being to get more in- 
fantry reserves. 

Appended to the order are special 
instructions to Field Marshal von 
Mackenzen and General von Schlots 
to make “a greater demand upon the 
local personnel” instead of using Ger- 
mans in the auxiliary services as re- 
inforcements.

the childish cries were still; a beaten 
and lifeless body had just been hurled 
into the canal. Sick shame seized the 
mob. Then the woman came, telling 
her story.

Brute force 
had been their instructor. They turn- 
ed on the woman and applied the only 
method they knew. They beat her to 
death and dropped her into the canal.

PROGRAM WILL BE CARRIED OUT

ISSUE TO BE FORCED AND WAR 
WON ON THE WEST FRONT 
SAYS GENERAL MARCH. 


Washington, Aug. 15.—In_ report- 
ing the administration manpower Dill 
extending draft ages today, Chairman 
Chamberlain disclosed to the senate 
that General March, chief of staff, had 
told the military committee it was up 
to the UnitedStates to putenough men 
in France to win the war on the west 
front. The report revealed that the 
new American war program calls for 
80 divisions, or something over 3,000,- 
000 men in France by June 30 next 
year, with 18 more divisions in jrain- 
ing at home then. 

All the men called for active service 
under the proposed new draft ages— 
18 to 45—General March told the com- 
mittee, would be in France by next 
June, according to program. * 

Secretary of War Baker informed 
the committee the report said that 
the president’s policy called for con- 
centration of American forces on the 
western front, including Italy, and 
that “the theory of the fighting in the 
future is that we must force the issue 
and win on the western front.” 

Immediate extension of the draft 
ages was declared by the army repre- 
sentatives to be imperative in order 
that the United States may throw its 
full strength into the struggle. 


BIG PROGRAM IS ASKED FOR 


In his report Chairman Chamberlain |. 


quoted extensively from testimony be- 
fore the committee by Secretary Bak- 
er, General March, and Provost Mar- 
shal General Crowder, “The United 
States,” said Gen. March, “ has been 
asked by her allies to embark upon a 
program so large that it was neces- 
sary very carefully to ascertain wheth- 
er we could go through with it or 
not, and one of the features of this 
enlarged program was providing men. 
The desire of the administration is to 
establish limits, both maximum and 
minimum, which will accomplish this 
program and at the same time dis- 
organize industry as little as possi- 
ble.” 

Gen. Marsh told the committee that 
he was unqualifiedly in favor of hav- 
ing the army composed of as young 
men as possible. Young men between 
18 and 20, he said, not only do not 
have many encumbrances, but they 
are better fit physically. 


CENTRE ON WEST FRONT. 


“The president,” said Gen. Marsh, 
resuming his statement, “has announ- 
ced that the American military policy 
from this time on is centred on tke 
western front and we have declined 
to be diverted from that one thing. 
The war department has now adopted 
this as a policy and it is the policy of 
the United States that the military 
program is to be centred in France. 

“The purpose of America is to furn- 
ish enough man power to whip the 
Germans from now on. The only way 
that Germany can be whipped is by 
America going into this thing with her 
whole strength. If we drag along and 
put a small force over there we will 
be playing Germany's game. 

“It is my belief that with an Amer- 
ican army of 4,000,000 men in France 
under one commander in chief, we 
can go through the German line wher- 
ever we please.” * 

“This law,” the general added, “will 
let us lean on class one until June 30 
of next year. We reached the con- 
clusion that the enlarged program 
was necessary on July 30.” 

Secretary Baker explained the steps 
that led up to the change in the mili- 
tary program. 


MUST CHANGE AGE LIMITS 


“After the recess of congress,” the 
secretary said, “the study of the sit- 
uation went on and a few days ago it 
became clear to us that the 80 divi- 
sions program was perhaps the maxi- 
mum which we could possibly hope to 
accomplish and that to accomplish 
that it would be necessary to change 
the age limits from the present limits 
to 18 to 45.” 

Secretary Baker said he asked the 
surgeon-general for a formal opinion 
as to what changes he would recom- 
mend, to which the surgeon-general 
suggested the ages 18 to 46. 

“The bill as it is written meets with 
my entire approval,” declared Secre- 
tary Baker.

German Brutality Beyond All Char-’ 
acterization. 


The German bombing of the Brit- 
ish hospitals in France is an act in 
regard to which ordinary language 
fails. The sweeping of the beds of 
the wounded with machine gun fire, 
and the ruthless killing of the devoted 
nurses and attendants who remained 
at their duty, is an abomination which 
seems to remove the German from 
the pale of humanity. Amid its hor- 
rors the one redeeming feature is the 
heroism of the women who refused to 
desert their posts and met death and 
wounds along with the helpless men 
who lay on their beds. The rest is 
brutality beyond characterization. 
Throughout the war the airmen have 
been insistent in imputing chivalrous 
conduct to one another, and have paid 
honors to theff fellows, even of Ger- 
man race, who have fallen. An in- 
cident such as that which is recorded 
this morning may well shake a faith 
which has survived many shocks. It 
would be repugnant to all feelings to 
give honors of war to the men who 
have deliberately taken part in an 
Outrage of so gross and callous a 
kind.— Westminster Gazette.

CZECH NO LONGER |S 


REGARDED AS ENEMY) ssorcum, 


ALL ALIEN ENEMIES OVER THE 
AGE OF 16 NOW REQUIRED 
TO REGISTER

Ottawa, Aug. 18.—All alien enemies 
over the age of 16 years are now re- 
quired to register under the alien re- 
gulations. Previously the regulations 
required only.-aliens of enemy 
nationality of military age, and not 
having permanent place of residence 
or abode in Canada, to register. 

Existing alien regulations also re- 
quire all registered aliens including 
certain aliens of ‘enemy nationality 
who are nevertheless known to be 
friendly aliensinfact, to report month- 
ly to the chief officer of police. By 
order-in-council it 1s now deemed ex- 
pedient that certain of those friendly|_ 
aliens, namely Czechs or members of 
the Bohemian national ‘alliance, Turk- 
ish subjects who are by race Greeks, 
Armenians, Assyrians, or other com- 
munity well-known as opposed to 
Turkish regime, be exempted | from 
this obligation at the discretion of the 
chief commissioner of police. The 
new regulations provide also that all 
ticket agents and conductors of rail- 
way or steamshi;; companies, or other 
officers, shall refuse to sell tickets or 
give transportation to any alien of 
enemy nationality who does not pro- 
duce certificate of parole with notice 
of permission to travel from one point 
to another. The chief officer of police 
may refuse permission to any enemy 
alien to depart from any place unless 
satisfied that he has complied with 
the law requiring every male person 
to be regularly engaged in some useful 
occupation.

VON BOEHM, NEW HUN COM- 
MANDER SACKED LOUVAIN 


French Headquarters in France, 
Aug. 16—The successor of Gen. von 
Mudra, who commanded the:first army 
in the attack on Gen. Grourard’s army 
in the Champagne last month, appar- 
ently is Gen. von Carlovitz, a Saxon, 
who has been minister of war in Dres- 
den and had distinguished himself in 
leading a Saxon army corps in the 
offensive of this year. 

,Gen. von Boehm, who commands the 
new army group recently formed, corfi- 
manded the ninth corps, which helped 
to sack Louvain. He is credited with 
saving the German army after Gen. 
Hangin's attack on July 18, but has 
been forced to accept the chief respon- 
sibilities for such failures as that of 
the battle of Malmaison last fall and 
the retreat of the Marne this spring.

DEATH OF MR. 
RICHARD HOGG 


Mr. Richard Hogg, father of Mr. E. 
S. Hogg, deputy sheriff, died at his 
farm adjoining Delburne on Wednes- 
day at the age of 77. Mr. Hogg had 
been in poor health for over a year. 
Mrs. Hogg has not been well either 
but is some better at present. 

Mr. Hogg was a mechanical engineer 
by profession, born, in Derbyshire, 
England, whence he came to Canada, 
his first work being to instruct G.T.R. 
engineers and firemen in the burning 
of coal in their locomotives. Then he 
went west to the oilfields of western 
Ontario which were his home until he 
came to Alberta in 1903, and took up 
land at Delburne, where he has since 
lived. 

Mr. Hogg was an unusually well in- 
formed man, a great lover of Macau- 
lay, a staunch Liberal of the old 
school, and warmly interested in all 
public questions. Prior to the Union 
vote of December, Mr. Hogg only dif- 
fered with the Liberals once and that 
was in 1896 when he believed that the 
‘Roman Catholics of Manitoba were 
guaranteéed separate schools under the 
constitution, and voted accordingly. 

The family remaining are Mrs. Hogg, 
who is of U. BE. Loyalist stock; two 
daughters—Mrs. Cowan, Detroit, and 
Mrs. Moody, Niagara Falls—and five 
sons—James, Detroit; Richard, Bas- 
sano; Solomon, Queenstown, AMberta; 
Col. Wm. Hogg, Delburne, and E. 8. 
Hogg, Red Deer.

London, Aug. 15. —The. imiporiant 
part played by the tanks, bath large 
and small, in the offensive that started 
Aug. 8, hardly can be exaggerated. 
Their presence on the battle line made 
possible the economizing of the in- 
fantry arm and thus the allies were 
enabled to attack on a broader front 
and with fewer soldiers afoot than 
ever before. 

The rapid success in the offensive 
is attributed by military observers to 
the combined attacks of thé tanks, 
aircraft and infantry. In illustrating 
this fact, when the Germans at one 
point scattered in the corn and wheat 
fields, where they’ hid and tried to 
hold the advance, allied airmengimme- 
diately reported the situation to the 
tanks. These armored and self-pro- 
pelling machines soon cleared .the 
grain fields and the ptanty, then 
pressed forward.

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BOLSHEVIKI LEAVING 
. MOSCOW; ALLIES 


ATING JOINTLY ON THREE IM- 
PORTANT SECTORS OF RUS-° 
SiAN TERRITORY. 


SITUATION IN RUSSIA IS AGAIN 
LOOMING LARGE; MORE ALLIED 

TROOPS ARRIVE AT 
ARCHANGEL. 


The situation in Russia is again 
looming large. With the soviet lead- 
ers having fled from Moscow, the Bol- 
sheviki capital, to Kronstact, tie 
soviet troops now are declared to have 
begun the evacuation of Moscow. 
American troops have begun to dis- 
embark at Vladivostok to aid the 
Czechoslovak army in its campaign 
in Siberia; an allied force is chasing 
the enemy more than a hundred miles 
south of Archangel-on the railway; 
further allied troops have made a land- 
ing southwest of Archangel and are 
endeavoring to cut off the retreat of 
the soviet forces while British troops 
have arrived at Baku in the Cauca- 
sus, on the Gaspian sea, to assist the 
Armenians in defending this import- 
ant sector against the Turks, to whom 
it was given by the Brest-Litovsk 
treaty, in an attempt made by the 
Teutonic allies to dismember Russia. 
Thus, it will be seen that allied troops 
now are operating jointly in three im- 
portant sections of Russian territory 
—on the north with a base in the 
White sea, in the east with a base 
in the sea of Japan, and on the south 
in Trans-Caucasia 


SOVIET. TROOPS LEAVING. 


Amsterdam, Aug. 15.—Soviet troops 
have begun to evacuate Moscow. The 
gold reserves which had been in the 
basement of the Kremlin have already 
been removed to an unknown place. 

Dispatches received in London Mon- 
day reporting that Premier Lenine 
and War Minister Trotzky had fled to 
the naval base at ‘Kronstadt, added 
that all the government departments 
also would be moved there. The 
flight of Lenine and Trotzky was said 
to be due to threats by the Social 
Revolutionists of the left that they 
were about to begin a reign of terror 
there. Whether the soviet troops 
were forced to depart from Moscow is 
not clear, but the loss of the city to 
the soviet government undoubtedly 
would be a serious blow to their cause. 

Moscow, the ancient capital of Rus- 
sia, was made the soviet capital in 
March. The Lenine government fied 
there from Petrograd, toward which

the German troops were marching. It 
has been reported within the last few 
days that the Germans had renewed 
their march toward Petrograd. Czech- 
oslovak troops have been reported in 
force along the Volga about 500 miles 
east of Moscow. 


BRITISH TAKE BAKU. 


London, Aug. 15.—A British force 
from northwest Persia has reached 
the Caspian sea and taken over a part 
of the defences of Baku. 

Whether the allies will be able to 
Jhold Baku permanently, in view of 
the difficulties of transporting supplies 
is too early to predict. However, if 
the British can hold their position a 
short time longer, which now seems 
likely, they probably will be able to 
cut off the enemy from an outlet to 
the sea, thus protecting the important 
oil fields of the Baku district. 

It appears from the meagre infor- 
mation at hand in London that the 
British detachment voyaged by steam- 
er from Enzell, Persia, to Baku, dem- 
onstrating that the allied hold on the 
Caspian sea already is fairly well es- 
tablished. 

The allied naval forces undoubtedly 
now will endeavor t o make secure 
their communications. and, once this 
task is accomplished, there will be 
hardly a possibility of the central 
powers gaining possession of the Baku 
oil fields, - 

The brief advices received here in- 
dicated that the Russian general Dok- 
uchaiff was commanding at Baku. 


SITUATION IS INVOLVED. 


The situation in the Caucasus has 
been extremely involved ever since 
the conclusion of the Brest-Litovsk 
peace treaty. Under that treaty Tur- 
key was given important territory in 
the southern Caucasus and the Turks 
shortly proceeded to occupy it. They 
met with considerable resistance from 
the Armenians in the district, how- 
ever, particularly when they endeav- 
ored to push even beyond the limits 
set by the treaty made with the Bol- 
sheviki and moved up the coast to the 
Caspian sea toward Baku. 

As long back as April 21, an Armen- 
ian force was said to be holding Baku, 
and although the city has since been 
reported to have changed hands dur- 
ing the fighting, a dispatch on Aug: 
ust 8 declared it was still in Armen- 
fan hands. 

Germany is said not to look with 
approval upon Turkey's aggressive- 
ness in seizing territory in the Cau- 
casus, Germany’s own eyes. appar- 
ently being set particularly upon the 
Baku region, which is one of the 
world’s greatest oil-producing districts 
Domination of Baku by either Turkey 
or Germany, however, would be de- 
eidedly unwelcome to Great Britain, 
not only on account of oil supplies, 
but because of its comparative prox- 
imity to India. Hence, probably the 
feat performed by theBritish in throw- 
ing a force into the Baku district in 
face of what would have seemed al- 
most insuperable difficulties of trans- 
port. | 

Washington, Aug. 15.—Arrival of 
British troops at Baku is considered 
here as highly important because it 
opens a way in that part of the world 
for allied aid to Czechoslovaks. Some 
weeks ago a body of British soldiers 
succeeded in pushing from Mesopo- 
tamia to Resh. Ships were acquired 
at Enzeli, the seaport of Resh, and it

ADVANCE OF CZECHOSLOVAKS 


Washington, Aug. 15.—Russianpeas- 
ants are reported in dispatches-reach- 
ing the state department today to be 
flocking to the standard of the Czech- 
oslovaks operating in force about 600 
miles east of Moscow. In this con- 
nection, particular significance is at- 
tached to the report that the soviet 
troops have begun to evacuate Mos- 
cow, opening the way for the Czech- 
oslovaks and allied troops aiding loyal 
Russians to re-establish the eastern 
front on a line much further west than 
was believed possible. 


With the soviet government ousted 
from Moscow, the Czechoslovaks are 
immediately put in control of the rail- 
road line from Siberia to Moscow, and 
from Archangel to Moscow. The peas- 
ants reinforcing this army are just 
learning the truth about the assidu- 
ously spread German report that the 
allies had been beaten on the west 
front as Russia had fallen in the east. 


The great mass of Russians, the 
government here is informed, also are 
just learning of the landing of 
allied troops on the Murman 
coast and at Vladivostok and of the 
recent victories of theallies:in France. 
As these facts become known there is 
a revival of the anti-German spirit 
among the Russians, and, according 
to reports reaching Washington, they 
are flocking to the ranks of the Czech- 
oslovaks in large numbers. 


ALLIES AT ARCHANGEL. 


London Aug. 15.—Allied forces have 
been landed along the shore of One- 
Gabay, 100 miles southwest of Arch- 
angel, for the purpose of intercepting 
Bolsheviki forces retiring from Arch- 
angel, it is learned here. 


MUTINY IN MOSCOW. 


Washington, Aug. 15.—An official 
dispatch from Switzerland says that 
it is reported from Moscow that op- 
erations of military trains transport- 
ing Bolsheviki troops to be sent 
against the Czechoslovaks have been 
considerably hindered on account of 
risings among the railroad employes. 
Trotzky is said to have threatened 
severe measures against the railway 
men. 


Professor T. G. Masaryk, the com- 
mander in chief of the Czechoslovak 
force, who was in Washington, {fs of 
the opinion that retirement of the 
soviets from Moscow may have been 
compelled by the refusal of Lettish 
troops to proceed against the Czech- 
oslovaks. It is understood that an 
army of Letts, commanded hy German 
officers were sent to oppose the Czech- 
oslovaks. 


RECEIVED WITH ENTHUSIASM. 


London, Aug. 16.—Reuter’s Limited 
learns that the British troops on their 
way to join the Czochoslovak army 
on the Usuri front were received with 
the greatest enthusiasm by the Ceechs 
at Nicolek and elsewhera. 

The Ussuri river joins the Amur 
near Rhaborovsk, north of Vie6ivas- 
tok. The Czechs have been engaged 
with the Bolsheviki in tnis region tor 
several weeks. 


SOVIETS ISSUH PROCLAMATION 


London, Aug. 15.—The soviet gov- 
ernment has issued a proclamation 
declaring that the Russian republic is 
in danger, according to telegrams 
from Helsingfors received in Stock- 
holm and quoted by the correspondent 
of the Times there. 

The Petrograd Soviet has removed 
to Kronstadt owing to the insecurity 
of the city. Bands of armed peasants 
are reported marching on Petrograd. 
They declare they are starving and 
that the Red Guards have stolen all 
their food. 

Dissatisfaction with the soviets is 
said to prevail everywhere in Russia. 


JAPANESE TROOPS ARE BUSY. 


Washington, Aug. 16.—Guarded in- 
timations are given in well-informed 
official quarters here that the Japan- 
ese government already has anticipat- 
ed the need for speedy assistance to 
the Czechoslovaks in western Siberia 
who have been almost cut off from 
communication with their brethren 
who constituted the advance guard of 
the army which arrived in the neigh- 
borhood of Vladivostok.

“If it is the allied intention to hold 
the rear while the Czechs do the fight- 
ing Gen. Districh’s small force might 
well be annihilated, but it is incon- 
ceivable that the allies will refrain 
from active co-operation and that co- 
operation must be on a larger scale 
than hitherto -contemplated.” 

In an editorial the Times emphas- 
izes the urgency of hastening allied 
action. It says that the Czechs have 
been driven back from the Ussuri 
front and also have suffered reverses 
in Eastern Russia. It is imperative, 
the Times declares to send help to 
Western Siberia through Harbin, 
whence, it says, Lake Baikal ought to 
be reached in moderate strength: with- 
in a reasonable time. 


PROGRESS OF ALLIES. 


London, Aug. 15—The Archangel 
expeditionary force has reached Pab- 
ereshskaia, 100 miles south of Arch- 
angel on the railroad toward Vologda, 
it is announced here.

Neal from the 
Country Club in the last few days 
have. been wondering anew about the 
use of aircraft after the war. There 
will then be tens of thousands of 
trained aviators, tens of thousands of 
| planes, and. numerous: factories equip- 
ped for the production of planes and 
motors. With such a condition there 
is certain to"be a great development 
of flying. How far will this develop- 
ment go? : ’ 

The development of the motor car 
is sometimes compared with the dev- 
elopment of the airplane, and it is 
suggested that just as motoring in 
the early days was hazardous and 
engaged in by only a few persons, and 
later became almost universal, so 
there will be a corresponding growth 
in flying. Instead of going out in the 
car in the evening to cool off, the fam- 
ily will get out the airplane and fly to 
Topeka and back after dinner. 

These speculations are fascinating, 
but lead to exaggeration. Flying is 
bound to be more or less hazardous. 
The average motor car driver recalls 
how often he has made errors in 
driving that were inexcusable. He 
has started with the brakes on, or he 
hag tried to make a hill on “high” 
and got into trouble, or he has let the 
water in the radiator get low and has 
found his motor sticking. The results 
were not serious. He was on ground, 
and if he could not go on, at least he 
could stop without damage. The avi- 
ator faces a much more serious situa- 
tion. A mistake may be fatal. A few 
weeks ago a skilful Italian aviator 
started from the ground at tooacute 
an angle. When he was fifty feet up 
his machine stalled, just as an auto- 
mobile might on too steep a hill. But 
the worst the automobile could do 
would be to back down the hill. The 
airplane fell to the ground and the 
driver was killed. So far as can be 
ascertained, the lamentable death of 
Major Mitchell the other day resulted 
from forgetting to fasten the strap 
that held him in. Occasionally a 
person’s mind slips a cog. In motor- 
ing such a slip may be unpleasgnt.

For nearly two years the delivery 
of milk on Sundays to condensing 
plants and its manufacture have been 
under consideration by the Lord's 
Day Alliance incidental to the Sunday 
operations of a large manufactory in 
Ontario contending for this privilege. 
Supporting its plea of necessity for 
Sunday delivery, the company ecm- 
phasized deterioration of milk held 
over Sunday, war contracts, needs of 
the Allied countries and inadequate 
plant. 

Incapacity, tho Alliance asserted, 
was an avoidable, not an absolute 
necessity. .The company had no right 
to undertake business it could not 
handle. Nevertheless the Alliance]: 
conceded Sunday delivery for that 
season up to the 1st of October. This 
concession was refused. As to neces- 
sity the Alliance contended that the 
Ontario Government ruling of 1907, 
which required the discontinuance of 
Sunday delivery and manufacture in 
cheese factories applied and support- 
ed this by citing the manager's state- 
ment, that, with proper care, Sunday's 
milk could be delivered on Monday in 
good condition, the practice of the 
company in accepting for some time 
Sunday’s milk on Monday, and for a 
considerable period the Sunday supply 
of patrons, representing about 30,000 
pounds daily, who would not deliver 
on Sunday, and the policy of the Bor- 
den Milk Co. which for over seventeen 
years had neither received nor manu- 
factured milk on Sunday. To this was 
added the consideration that it was 
not necessary to hand over the whole 
milk supply to the condensaries. One 
day’s supply might very well be re- 
tained for other uses. For the Army 
and the Allied countries butter,cheese 
and bacon were also necessary and 
with the production of these this in- 
dustry interfered. 

Proof of war contract might reason- 
ably be required and also a guaranteé 
that the Allied countries should have 
full benefit of shipments now known 
to go elsewhere. 

The case thus presented by the Al- 
liance was unanswerable. The Attor- 
ney General, however, submitted it to 
the Canada Food Board. The Board 
in turn referred it back to the Attor- 
ney General. Later it came under 
the review of the Minister of Agric- 
ulture and the Premier and was again 
submitted to the Food Board. 

Meanwhile the situation had chang- 
ed. © According to the Food Board, Sir 
Guy Garnett, head of the Allfed Pur- 
chasing Commission in the United 
States, declared the need of this pro- 
duct for children and the sick in the 
Allied countries. The Board  there- 
fore fixed the price and assumed the 
control of, export. Under these altered 
conditions the Alliance could offer no 
+ objection to the Board's ruling in July 
in favor of Sunday delivery and man- 
ufacture. The concession made was 
not absolute but limited in the fol- 
lowing particulars: 

First: For this year only, subject 
of course to renewal yearly 1s condi- 
tions required. 

Secondly: From the 15th of May to 
the 15th September in this year. 

Third: To condensed and evaporat- 
ed milk plants only. Cheese and milk 
powder factories are not included. 

Accompanying the Board’s order is 
the guarantee of quiet on Sunday to 
the communities affected and liberty 
of employees to one day’s rest in 
seven.

The market continues with its ab- 
normal features, entirely apart from 
seasonable influences; and for the most 
part prices are exceptionally high. But- 
ter is some 6c. to 7c. per tb. higher 
than last year at this time; eggs have 
climbed 6c. higher than a year ago; 
and. fruits of all sorts are bringing re- 
cord prices. 

This is due to two causes: a short- 
ness of supply, due to the diverting of 
labor from agricultural production, 
coupled with unfavorable weather con- 
ditions, and a general increase in the 
level of costs. Production is dearer 
than ever before, and if prices did not, 
at least in a degree, keep pace with 
the mounting costs, our agriculture 
would be in a bad way. 

Consumers who chafe against this 
increased cost of living need look for 
no*bettering of conditions while the 
war lasts—and possibly for some time 
after. If it is any comfort, we would 
draw their attention to the fact that 
this mounting tax on the maintenance 
of life is encountered by the agricul- 
turist as by the millionaire and the 
meanest laborer. — Weekly Farmers’
